

Civic Club Donates Its Bounty 


Don't Miss the Art Fair This Weekend

Sierra Madre Civic Club winds up a successful 1994- 
95 club year with members voting to donate the amount 
of $8,000, divided among ten philanthropies, plus pre¬ 
senting scholarship checks for $500 each to two high 
school seniors. This money was raised during the year 
through several ways and mean projects with the larg¬ 
est portion coming from the club’s very successful An¬ 
nual Luncheon and Chinese Auction. 

Dispersal of the $8,000 is as follows: Sierra Madre 
Pool, $ 1,970; Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Dept., $ 1,710; 
Sierra Madre Library, $1,150; Sierra Madre Rose Float 
Association, $955; Haven House, $915; Sierra Madre 
Mt. Wilson Trail Race Committee (to purchase trail 
markers for Mt. Wilson Trail), $350; Sierra Madre Con¬ 
cert in the Park, $350; Sierra Madre Pioneer Cemetery, 
$200; Sierra Madre Playhouse, $200; and Los Angeles 
Braille Institute (for purchase of audio tapes), $200. 

In addition, during the year the club has contributed 
financial support of $100 to the Sierra Madre Pool in 
memory of member Jane Buchan when she died; pur¬ 
chased plants for the City Hall Rotunda and paid for their 
care; contributed to the Halloween Spook House and 


helped with window painting; given to the Sierra Madre 
Skilled Nursing Facility and Meals on Wheels; and 
members donated a carload of new gifts for the Club’s 
annual Christmas shower for Haven House. 

The scholarship recipients were Maryanne El 
Sonbaty, a La Salle High School student, and John 
Stoddard, who attends Brea Olinda High School. Appli¬ 
cations for the scholarships were received and studied 
by the club’s scholarship committee. The committee had 
a very difficult task, says Chair Kathy Marcos, herself 
a teacher, as every application was excellent. Both El 
Sonbaty and Stoddard proved superior. Each is academi¬ 
cally gifted, athletically talented and involved in extra 
curricular activities. She is planning to attend Pomona 
College and he will go to Long Beach State, with both 
setting their sights on medical careers. 

Sherri Burnett was philanthropy chair. Retiring Presi¬ 
dent Joyce Adams thanked the membership for their hard 
work in making the past year such a good one and gave 
special thanks to Kathy Brundage and Georgette Dunlay, 
who chaired ways and means. 


Dr. Janice Nelson: The Driving Force Behind the Blood Drive

Sierra Madre resident Janice Nelson is Medical Di¬ 
rector of Blood Bank, Tissue and Transfusion Medicine 
Services at the L.A. County+USC Medical Center. But 
behind the intimidating-sounding title is a down-to-earth, 
extremely intelligent woman who cares deeply about her 
community. That concern for her town is partly what has 
fueled her involvement in the community blood drive 
scheduled for May 26. 

Nelson is hopeful that Sierra Madre’s famed 
volunteerism will result in a successful blood drive. Why 
should residents donate their blood to this campaign? 
‘The main reason for giving blood is, I believe, that if 
you are blessed with the gift of good health so that you 
are lucky enough to qualify as a blood donor, you have 
a duty and an obligation to share your good health and 
fortune with people who need your help to survive,” 
Nelson explained. “This value was instilled in me when 
I was a young child by my now-76-year-old father, who

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has donated in excess of 23 gallons of blood throughout 
the years and who still qualifies as a regular blood do¬ 
nor. He is living proof to the fact that even long term 
blood donation is not injurious in any way. However, a 
common ‘side effect’ of blood donation is that you’ll feel 
really happy that you helped to save a life.” She added 
that the blood from this drive will mostly go to local hos¬ 
pitals. 

Nelson quickly dispelled numerous myths regarding 
blood donation. “No, it will not make you fat; it will not 
cause you to lose personality traits, strength, or physi¬ 
cal attributes; it doesn’t hurt; and most importantly, you 
cannot contract infectious diseases by donating since 
materials used to obtain blood from you are sterile, used 
once and then discarded. Your body won’t miss the pint 
of blood you donate since the volume of fluid lost in the 
donation is replaced within a few hours and the red cells 
are regenerated within a few weeks after donation. That 
is why you can safely donate every 56 days.” 

Bom and raised in Jamestown, NY—“known for 
Lucille Ball and Crescent wrenches,” Nelson wise¬ 


cracked—she enjoyed a “fairly rural, middle class up¬ 
bringing.” Her parents’ dreams of medical careers were 
thwarted by the Depression, so from an early age she and 
her siblings (one brother, one sister, both older) were 
pointed in the direction of advanced education. (Her 
brother is a dentist.) She studied in Syracuse, and was 
an excellent student. Competition was keen the year 
Nelson applied to medical school because*oriner"Viet¬ 
nam War, as vast numbers of professional students tried 
to avoid the draft. She was lucky enough to be taken after 
only three years of premed training, instead of the cus¬ 
tomary four years. She counts herself very fortunate to 
have been able to get an early start on what has been a 
successful career. 

In 1978, she began her residency training at L.A. 
County+USC; in 1981, she was hired on as a permanent 
staff member. She was Associate Director of the Blood 
Bank until one month ago, when she earned her Medi¬ 
cal Director title. She is professor of pathology at the 
USC School of Medicine and teaches a full spectrum of 
medical professionals, from med students to her fellow

Design Your City: The Report

The long-awaited Design Your City workshop held 
May 5-7 gathered detailed ideas from citizens regard¬ 
ing the future of Sierra Madre. Participants gathered in 
small groups to brainstorm around various themes and 
areas of interest for each group: expansion of commer¬ 
cial opportunities, housing, hillside and canyon preser¬ 
vation and planning, historic preservation, institutions, 
park and open spaces, monastery and other large land 
parcels, and manufacturing. Only one person showed up 
for the Children and Recreation Issues. Each group pro¬ 
duced suggestions regarding its assigned issue or topic. 

A volunteer Core Team of planning and design pro¬ 
fessionals compiled these suggestions into a report 
which was then delivered to the General Plan Commit¬ 
tee. That Core Team included John Chase, Pat Gibson, 
Deborah Murphy, Pat Smith, Dave Stephens, Joan Uhler 
and Curtis Zacuto, as well as Sierra Madre residents 
Catriona Shafer, Tom Southwell and Mary Sullivan. 

Following are some highlights of that report. 

Workshop participants agreed on Sierra Madre’s ap¬ 
peal as a unique place, attractive for its human scale de¬ 
velopment, safety, security, volunteerism, and neigh¬ 
borly familiarity. Also cited were its many historic build¬ 
ings, proximity to the San Gabriel Mountains and his¬ 
tory of being a resort for physical and spiritual renewal. 
Many recommendations were made for emphasizing 
those elements of the town in ways that would expand 
its commercial tax base without violating the integrity 
of those very elements. Proposals included conference 
retreats, bed and breakfast inns, training facilities for 
artisans or physical therapy or exercise regimes (e.g., tai 
chi, yoga). 

Participants largely agreed on the necessity of attract¬ 
ing outsiders to Sierra Madre for commercial purposes. 
They recommended using existing attractions such as the 
Wistaria Fete, Fourth of July Parade, hiking and biking 


trails as a “foundation for future economic growth and 
revitalization.” Additional recommendations included 
establishing Sierra Madre as a destination/day visitor 
site, accenting its natural beauty and artists community; 
creating a pedestrian walkway connection; encouraging 
restoration of original building facades and creation of 
public art; and permitting closure of Kersting Court for 
special musical or outdoor events. 

Expansion of commercial opportunities in the down¬ 
town area —Establish an open farmers’ market on the 
Mariposa parking lot on Sunday afternoons. Suggestions 
for new shops in the downtown area included pet and 
toy stores, a ballet shop, antique stores, art galleries, a 
cooking school, and “no more coffeehouses without 
bookstores.” The idea for a pedestrian walkway linking 
the Montecito/Sierra Madre Blvd./Baldwin areas was 
also discussed, as well as the development and expan¬ 
sion of pedestrian emphasis. Also suggested: limit de¬ 
velopment of institutional and tax-exempt facilities in the 
downtown business area; limit frontage of personal ser¬ 
vice business; develop a unified “look” (i.e., “Old Sierra 
Madre”); change onstreet parking from 45 degrees to 30; 
and rebuild the Red Car Station at its original location 
and create an information center, with a tram up Baldwin 
to the top of Jones’ Peak and an extension to the 210 
freeway to meet the train line. 

One recommendation stated, “The Business District 
doesn’t need more space, we need stores open at night, 
stores for everyday needs and specialty shops. The resi¬ 
dents need to support shops for them to succeed.” 

Changing densities of housing —Suggested included 
establishing a policy for bed and breakfasts within the 
city; building senior housing; ensuring that development 
additions are consistent with the “mountain town flavor” 
of Sierra Madre and a commercial “bistro feeling”; and

'The Village That Votes

If anyone ever doubted that folks still read small, 
down-home, community newspapers like ours, they’d 
need only to read my mail to adjust their attitude. I hope 
you all know how much I appreciate the feedback. 

More than one Sierra Madrean has responded to my 
request for editorial ideas by telling me about the dearth 
of voters at the most recent election. Bev Morant helped 
out at the Apr. 18 school board election, and called to 
let me know that only 61 residents had voted. More re¬ 
cent comments on that topic came to me from Irvin G. 
Lewis, who served as Election Board Inspector at the 
Rec Center for that same election. He wrote (eloquently, 

I thought): “In that Precinct there were 1,795 eligible 
voters. Twenty-eight had requested Absentee Ballots. 
Thus 1,747 could have voted at the Recreation Center. 
Only 61 did so. This is an appalling three-and-a-half 
percent. 

“Sierra Madre is known for its Wistaria vine, for its 
Mt. Wilson Trail Race, for its Concerts in the Park, and 
for its Fourth of July Parade. 

“ Why can’t the Foothill Village also be known as the 
Village That Votes? Let’s do better than three-and-a-half 
percent. How can we improve?” 

Beautifully phrased, Mr. Lewis—and thank you very 
much for the letter. 

I admit, school board elections don’t get me too ex¬ 
cited. And I’m quick to explain that away: I’m not a stu¬ 
dent, nor am I a parent, so I have no personal knowledge 
of the situation or the candidates, etc. 

I'm also honest enough to acknowledge that that is 
an incredibly weak position. 

We all have a stake in the education of local children, 
whether they belong to us or our neighbors. Like the 
bumper sticker says, “If you think education’s expen¬ 
sive, try ignorance.” Taking part in school board elec¬ 
tions is one small way of contributing to the betterment 
of our educational system. These are the folks that make 
crucial decisions determining future directions of our 
schools, after all—little things like curriculum and bud¬ 
get priorities. Don’t you want to have a say in who gets 
to make those decisions before they do something that 
offends you or hurts a child? 

Only 61 votes cast out of a pool of 1,747. That’s pretty 
pathetic, people. The argument can be made (as I already 
have) that not everyone is a parent, so why should they 
vote? Okay—let’s accept that, momentarily. But can you 
accept that there are only 61 parents in all of Sierra 
Madre?! Uh-uh.

Be worthy of 
your heritage. As justice Holmes remarked, ‘It is re 
quired of a man that he should share the passion and 
action of his time at peril of being judged not to have 
lived.’ ’Nuff said.

Further afield, an old woman in South Africa beamed 
out a powerful lesson on democracy via one of my 
church’s priests, Tim Safford.

Amidst intense, soul-grind¬ 
ing poverty and prejudice and violence, the issue most 
pressing on her mind was voting before she died. She 
fairly glowed when she asked him, “What’s it like, vot¬ 
ing?” He explained to her that voting is so commonplace 
in America that many people don’t even bother to show 
up. That wonderful woman couldn’t wait to vote. Her 
grandchildren were being schooled in an abandoned, un¬ 
heated school bus in the middle of a trash dump. The idea 
of not accepting the challenge to choose good people to 
determine their educational future was unthinkable to 
her. 

Mr. Lewis asks, “How can we improve?” Truthfully, 
I don’t know the answer. But I do believe this is a topic 
most worthy of public discourse, and welcome any and 
all relevant comments to these pages. 

‘The Village That Votes.” Has a catchy ring, dontcha 
think? Memorable and alliterative, like ‘The Lavender 
Lady.” Please, do think about it—and then, act on those 
thoughts when the next election arrives. I will if you will.

Protect Your Home 
from Urban Wildfire 

From Sierra Madre Fire Prevention Bureau 

In Sierra Madre, hazardous vegetation is one of the 
major contributors to urban wildfires. Dry vegetation is 
the easiest fuel to ignite, but fortunately one of the sim¬ 
plest to abate. Wildfire danger is greatest to hillside and 
canyon homes, but dry grass, weeds, chaparral, and flam¬ 
mable landscaping surrounding your home can bring the 
fire to you, whether you live on a hillside or npt. When 
fire starts, those shrubs ignite and explode, spreading fire 
to your house. In Sierra Madre, the greatest wildfire 
dangers is from August through October, but can occur 
any time of the year. Fire prevention steps must be taken 
now to be effective. All hazardous vegetation should be 
abated by July I. 

Sierra Madre homeowners at risk living in the High 
Fire Hazard Area will receive a letter which includes the 
requirements of the Vegetation Management Program. 
This way, you will know how to protect your home from 
vegetation-fueled urban wildfires. 

Every year, the Fire Department inspects over 900 
homes in the High Fire Hazard area of Sierra Madre. On 
average, 90 brush abatement notices are sent to the 
owners of properties in noncompliance. The result has 
been a 99 percent compliance rate and a community 
protected from the threat of wildfire by a “defensible 
space.” If you receive a notice, please abate the hazards 
as requested so the fire department doesn’t have to do it 
at your expense. Inspections are conducted during the 
month of May. 

Even if you do not receive a notice from the fire de¬ 
partment, the Sierra Madre Municipal Code requires you 
to keep hazardous vegetation cleared year round. Make 
certain all hazardous vegetation is removed before the 
critical summer months arrive. You can make a differ¬ 
ence in the fire safety of your home and neighborhood. 

If, upon fire department inspection, you have not 
completed the abatement work adequately, or in a timely 
manner, we will send you an Abatement Notice to re¬ 
mind you of the requirements in your neighborhood. 
Once you have completed the required abatement. Fire 
Department inspectors will conduct a follow-up compli¬ 
ance inspection of your property in 30 days. If the abate¬ 
ment is not satisfactory, we will send you a Notice of 
Intent to Abate Public Nuisance. A final inspection will 
be conducted 10 days later to ensure compliance. 

Failing all opportunities for voluntary compliance, the 
city will cause removal of hazardous vegetation through 
a contractor approved by the City. City costs to remove 
your vegetation may be higher than what it would cost 
you to have the job done privately. If city contractors 
have to remove your vegetation, we will also need to 
charge inspection and administrative fees in addition to 
the actual cost of abatement. 

In Sierra Madre, we have a conscientious community 
of educated, resourceful and dedicated citizens con 
cemed about fire prevention. We are interested in work¬ 
ing with community groups, homeowner associations 
and Neighborhood Watch groups. The need for fire pre¬ 
vention needs to be known. You can really help combat 
urban wildfire in your neighborhood, but you must start 
around your own home.

making sure that single 
family dwellings continue 
to reign in the city. 

Hillside conservation 
and canyon planning — 
Participants lauded the ef¬ 
forts of the Conservancy, 
and noted that hillsides 
dominate life in Sierra 
Madre, thus “hillside 
building needs to be care¬ 
fully monitored.” They 
recommended preserva¬ 
tion of historic structures 
in the canyon, keeping the 
open wash uncovered, de¬ 
velopment of walking cir¬ 
culation routes in the can¬ 
yon, evaluation of canyon 
housing stock, and imposi¬ 
tion of special zoning and 
an Historic Preservation 


Overlay Zone. 

Historic preservation — 
Recommendations in¬ 
cluded “hiring a full/part¬ 
time preservation planning 
person to support city staff 
with preservation issues,” 
strengthening and enforc¬ 
ing existing preservation 
ordinances, restoring his¬ 
toric storefronts, promot¬ 
ing appropriate restoration 
methods through commu¬ 
nity-based preservation 
workshops, adding a re¬ 
source center for historic 
preservation to the library, 
restoring “low height his¬ 
toric lampposts (not Victo¬ 
rian cutesy with inappro¬ 
priate intensity),” and pro¬ 
ducing a prerecorded tour 


of city on tape for sale at 
local shops. 

Institutions —Sugges¬ 
tions: explore the possibil¬ 
ity of a Charter School; 
create new Institutional

faculty members. Fetal/ 
maternal and pediatric 
transfusion medicine are 
her areas of particular in¬ 
terest. 

She considers the im¬ 
provement in the national 
blood supply “one of the 
modem miracle stories of 
medicine. We have done a 
heck of a lot to improve 
the blood supply. When 
you start looking at the 
numbers, at the patients 
who are served, and the 
few that actually have had 
really terrible negative 
side effects from blood 
transfusions, I think the 
media has done us a dis¬ 
service by blowing [those] 
out of proportion and fuel¬ 
ing the fires of hysteria 
regarding blood transfu¬ 
sion.” 

When talking with 
Nelson, her love for her 
work is immediately ap¬ 
parent. She conveys a pas- 
sion, intensity, and a 
happy fascination with her 
chosen field of medicine. 
She is very articulate when 
speaking of AIDS, leuke¬ 
mia, hemophilia, and es¬ 
pecially the urban vio¬ 
lence that puts such a huge 


sources, particularly at her 
hospital. 

A typical work week 
necessitates 55 to 60 hours 
at the hospital, then many 
more hours of reading at 
home. In addition to her 
hospital duties, she is 
Commissioner-Designate 
of the Commission on 
Continuing Education of 
the American Society of 
Clinical Pathologists, a 
post that requires some 
traveling. What little spare 
time she does have, she 
shares with her husband of 
three and a half years, 
Doug Hayes, chairman of 
the Fourth of July Com¬ 
mittee and the General 
Plan Steering Committee. 
They share their roomy 
Sierra Madre home with 
three cats Nelson found 
near her clinic: Wanda, 5, 
Duffy A, 11, and Lewis B, 
10. (The last two cats were 
named after red blood cell 
antigens.) When time per¬ 
mits, “I really like to 
cook—it’s kind of thera¬ 
peutic,” she smiled. Her 
specialty is chocolate chip 
walnut cookies. 

Saving feral cats near 


her hospital is an ongoing, 
special project Nelson 
shares with a small group 
of dedicated fellow em¬ 
ployees at the Medical 
Center. Her husband 
helps. “People just dump 
their cats there. We try to 
get them neutered and 
spayed; we trap the kittens 
humanely, find them 
homes,” she explained. 
About 10 of them have 
been relocated to homes 
here in Sierra Madre. The 
trunk of Nelson’s car al¬ 
ways carries cat food, a 
carrier, gloves and humane 
traps. 

The job of saving crea¬ 
tures in need seems never 
to end. 

A sign in her kitchen 
deftly captures at least 
some of this hardworking 
doctor’s philosophy: “Live 
Well, Laugh Often, Love 
Much.”

The Hardest Challenge: Love Your Enemy 

"One of the reasons that so many people have devel¬ 
oped strong reservations about the peace movement is 
precisely that they do not see the peace they seek in the 
peacemakers themselves. Often what they see are fear¬ 
ful and angry people trying to convince others of the 
urgency of their protest. Thus the tragedy is that peace¬ 
makers often reveal more of the demons they are fight¬ 
ing than of the peace they want to bring. 

The words of Jesus go right to the heart of our 
struggle. ‘Love your enemy, do good to those who hate 
you, bless those who curse you, pray for those who treat 
you badly.’ (Luke 6:27-28) The more I reflect on these 
words, the more I consider them to be the test for peace¬ 
makers. 

“What my enemy deserves is not my anger, rejection, 
resentment, or disdain, but my love. Spiritual guides 
throughout history have said that love for the enemy is 
the cornerstone of the message of Jesus and the core of 
holiness. For us fearful people, loving our enemy is the 
greatest challenge, because our fears make us divide the 
world between people who are for us and people who 
are against us, people to love and people to hate, friends 
and enemies. 

“All these distinctions are based on the illusion that 
others decide who we are and that our very being de¬ 
pends on their words, thoughts, and actions. Loving our 
enemy thus compels us to unmask this illusion by act¬ 
ing according to the knowledge that God loves all hu¬ 
man persons regardless of their sex, religion, race, color, 
nationality, age, or intelligence—with the same bold, 
unconditional love. The distinction between friends and 
enemies is made by us fearful people, not by our lov¬ 
ing God. 

“Therefore it is essential for peacemakers to be 
deeply rooted in this all-embracing love of God, who 
‘causes the sun to rise on the bad as well as the good, 
and the rain to fall on honest and dishonest people alike.’

1 Dear Dr. Tami, 

Do you have any suggestions for brushing my 
cat’s teeth? I am trying but I am not sure that I 
am successful. 

Patience is a key factor when brushing your 
cat’s teeth. Try gently rubbing your fingers over 
her teeth with veterinary toothpaste. Once she gets 
used to it you can try introducing a small cat tooth¬ 
brush or gauze pad. There is also a finger tooth¬ 
brush that has recently come out on the market 
which may be useful. If she still resents it you may 
try to at least get the toothpaste into her mouth. 
She will then work it around her teeth and gums 
with her tongue. There are also oral sprays avail¬ 
able that may be a little easier to use than the tooth¬ 
paste.

The council will offi¬ 
cially “put the shovel to the 
ground,” according to 
Mayor Lojeski, on the 
Downtown 2000 project 
this Friday at 9 a.m. The 
ceremony will take place 
on Second and Hunting- 
ton. 

You can view the plans 
on Huntington Dr. across 
from Republican head¬ 
quarters. The mayor en¬ 
couraged everyone to drop 
in if they can to see what is 
happening. There will be a 
full time engineer from 
ACL Engineering to an¬ 
swer any questions you 
may have. 

If the need arises the 
council will have to ap¬ 
point a replacement for 
Bob Margett. The council 
discussed the issue at 


length. Mayor Lojeski im¬ 
plored fellow council 
members to come to the 
decision from within. He 
cited the $65,000 cost of a 
special election as reason 
enough to motivate the 
members to keep fiscally 
conservative. 

Dr. Chang asked a 
question about the lan¬ 
guage as put out in a 
memorandum by the city 
clerk, which reads as fol¬ 
lows: 

“As a general sugges¬ 
tion, consistent with the 
interest of the Council, if a 
selection process is set up 
it should be designed in 
accordance with the fol¬ 
lowing: 

“No requirement is es¬ 
tablished that does not al¬ 
ready apply to those run¬ 


ning for a seat on the City 
Council.” 

As explained by City 
Attorney Michael Miller, 
this is an appointed posi¬ 
tion that would normally 
be an elected one. As such, 
establishing an official set 
of requirements or litmus 
test would be improper. He 
went on to explain that this 
is a recommendation. 

City staff was directed 
to begin work on the pro¬ 
cess of developing an ap¬ 
plication. 

The council concurred 
that the ideal candidate 
would be one who would 
be willing to fill in, who is 
not interested in running in 
April of next year. As ar¬ 
ticulated by the mayor and 
echoed by Margett and 
Young, they would also 


look for someone who 
knows enough about the 
process to participate. 
They have initially dis¬ 
cussed the idea of inter¬ 
viewing possible candi¬ 
dates after narrowing 
down the field. The Brown 
Act requires that the coun¬ 
cil conduct the entire busi¬ 
ness in the open. 

The chances of the 
council needing to select a 
new member are quite 
high. Bob Margett was 
running for the 59th As¬ 
sembly seat. He won the 
primary, but did not get 
enough votes to avoid a 
run-off with the only 
Democrat to run in the 
election. Nine Republicans 
and one Democrat. Brent 
Decker, were part of the 
field. The Democrat came 
somewere close to last.
